Most of the 
guests are from Scott Field and 
Fort Leonard Wood, Capt. Stan- 
field said, but sailors, marines, 
merchant seamen and even soldiers 
of other Allied nations are occa- 
sional visitors. The guests are free 
to come and go as they please. Per- 
manent detachments of 34 soldiers 
take care of routine camp duties. 
More often ‘than not the week 
end finds the camps filled. 

Hotels usually are filled to ca- 
pacity by Saturday afternoon or 
evening, with soldiers waiting in 
line when rooms which have been 
reserved but are not called for are 
released at 7 o’clock. Carl Roessler, 
manager of Hotel Jefferson, said 
about 600 soldiers stay at that ho- 
tel alone every week end. 

Estimates of the number of sol- 
diers participating in this unoffi- 
cial week end troop movement vary 
from 3000 to 10,000. Counting men 
from Jefferson Barracks, who can 
return to their own quarters at 
night, there are probably 20,000 
soldiers in St. Louis each Sunday, 
said William Steinmetz, director.of 
the U. S. O. Service Men’s Center 
in the Municipal Auditorium. The 
center’s Sunday afternoon enter- 
tainments attract from 98000 to 
8500 men, he said. 

As for entertainment, Capt. 
Stanfield said, most of the visitors 
“want to meet people, girls. es- 
pecially, go where there is music 
and dancing and just prowl around 
and see the sights.” 

Dances at the Service Men’s Cen- 
ter and Y. M. .C. A., where girls 


attract hundreds every Sunday. 
The South Side Y. M. C. A. even 
has a weekly barn dance for lads 
not interested in jitterbugging. 

In an effort to solve the hous- 
ing problem, the U. S. O. recently 
appointed a committee headed by 
Baumgartner to seek additional 
accommodations. 

Realizing. that the _ situation 
would be acyte over the Fourth of 
July week end, Baumgartner be- 
gan. last June listing owners of 
private homes who were willing 
to house soldiers. 

His foresight was a lifesaver for 
many parents and wives of sol- 
diergs stationed near here, who 
came to St. Louis on Fourth of 
July, many of them bringing chil- 
dren, and were unable to obtain 
hotel] rooms. Far after midnight, 
the Y. M. C. A. was still routing 
householders out of bed and ar- 
ranging to send visitors to their 
homes. 

Baumgartner now has a list of 
700 private rooms for soldiers, and 
the number is steadily growing, ‘he 
said. Many families who take in 
soldiers Saturday night, expecting 
to leave them on their own after 
giving them Sunday morning 
breakfast end up by entertaining 
them all day and asking for an- 
other soldier the following week 
end, he said. 

Persons with rooms they are 
willing to offer to soldiers, either 
free or at a reasonable charge, 
may write Baumgartner at the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A., 1528 Locust 
street, to obtain a printed form for 
listing the type and location of 
their rooms.

Landed Near Lifeboat. 

“Luckily, I landed near a life- 
boat that had been let down. half 
way. AsIswam toward it, it slipped 
down the rest of the way and was 


it and hung on.” 
The. ship, like all merchant ma- 
rine vessels, he said, had a steam 


and automatically shuts off the 
motors and stops the boat as soon 
as it is torpedoed. But the valve 
on Kennedy’s ship was apparently 
faulty, for, he said, it continued 
full speed ahead, traveling in a 
huge circle. 

More and more survivors reached 
the swamped lifeboat to which 
Kennedy clung. When the young 
seaman counted, he said, there 
were 16 in all, dragged through the 
water by the unmanned ship, 

“About 35 minutes after the sec- 

ond torpedo hit,” Kennedy related, 
“two submarines came to the sur- 
face and flashed light signals back 
and forth to each other. Then 
both started shelling our ship. 

“Machine gun bullets and shells 
whistled over our heads. I honest- 
ly believe they were trying to sink 
the ship and not kill the men, for 
they didn’t appear to be shooting 
directly at us. One sub came with- 
in 25 feet of us to fire a shell into 
the freighter. After that she start- 
ed to burn, but continued traveling 
full ahead in a big circle. 

Bailed Out Lifeboat. 

“We took turns bailing out the 
swamped lifeboat, working two at 
a time. Finally we got most of 
the water out, only to find a hole 
in its bottom, We climbed aboard, 
anyway, and kept on bailing. That 
was better than getting burned by 
the fire on the ship. 

“Funny thing,” he smiled as he 
recalled, “I had my socks on and 
the water kept pulling them off. 
I remembered about my brother, 
who got his feet sunburned one 
time when he didn’t wear socks. 
So, while all the shooting was still 
going on, I reached down and took 
off my socks and stuffed them in 
mv pocket, thinking I would wear 
them the next day and keep my 
feet from getting sunburned.” 

When daylight came and the sub- 
marines had disappeared, and Ken- 
nedy saw his mates in the battered 


lifeboat for the first time since the 


torpedong, he felt right at home, 
for among those with him he found 
Robert McGee, 5060 Ruskin avenue, 
and James Thompson, 6209 Lor- 
raine avenue, ‘Pine Lawn, both of 
whom were in merchant marine 
training school with him in Florida 
just prior to the voyage. 

The lifeboat was sighted 15 
hours after the attack and the 
survivors were taken aboard a 
boat loaded with TNT and dyna- 
mite. They were landed at a 
British port and hospitalized for 
burns and bruises. 

The first night Kennedy was 
out of the hospital, he said, he 
met another St. Louisan, Peter 
Frisella Jr., 4959 Emerson avenue, 
also a merchant marine sailor, 
whose ship had been torpedoed in 
the samé area as Kennedy’s.

It was about 4:30 in the after- 
noon, he related, when one of the 
passengers at the stern rail 
thought he saw a porpoise follow- 
ing the ship.

as is the custom of porpoises. 

“Then,” Gross said, “someone 
from the bridge yelled it’s a tor- 
pedo!”

Terrific Explosion: 

“There was a terrific explosion. 
Passengers and _ sailors were 
knocked down on the decks. Splin- 
ters of steel and glass flew every 
way and a lot of people were in- 
jured,” he said. “As I ran to the 
deck, a 600-pound steel plate fell 
right in back of me. 

“The submarine that got us sur- 
faced right after the explosion and 
fired its deck gun at our escort 
vessel, a Navy coast patrol boat. 

“I was in charge of a lifeboat. 
Everything was happening very 
fast. A colored man in the life- 
boat gave up his seat to a woman 
with two children, He went down 
with the boat. I guess I saved a 
woman’s life by making her jump 
into our lifeboat. She was stand- 
ing on the cargo net on deck, which 
I was supposed to release and let 
fall into the water. I made her 
jump before I released it. She 
thanked me later. 

Hauls Man Aboard. 

“Then while we were pulling 
away from the boat, I saw a man 
struggling in the water. He was 
covered with oil. The torpedo had 
broken our oil lines and the whole 
sea was covered with a slick. I 
threw a life line to the man and 
hauled him aboard. That made 56 
people in a lifeboat built to carry 
40. After he was aboard, I discov- 
ered he was John A. Brockman, 
from my home town.”

ATTACK ‘IN FORCE;

George C. Marshall, Eisenhower is likely to 
become Chief of Staff, a position for which 
he is exceptionally qualified since he was 
chief aid to Generals Marshall and MacAr- 
thur and was chief of staff of the “victori- 
ous” Third Army in the war games last year. 
Before his assignment to Europe he was As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, Director of the Opera- 
tions Division and a member of the Joint 
Board of the Army and Navy which deter- 
mines American strategy in the global war. 

In Europe, he will have his own joint 
board, working with Admiral Harold R. 
Stark, commander of the United States Naval 
Forces operating in European waters. Ad- 
miral Stark is a former Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, the equivalent of the Army Chief of 
Staff. Eisenhower and Stark attend meet- 
ings of the British Chief of Staffs Committee 
whenever they express the ‘wish or are in- 
vited. 

Admiral Stark has a relatively small staff 
in London, and Navy officials in Washing- 
ton discourage inquiries as to the Vice and 
Rear Admirals who turn up in England on 
temporary or permanent assignments. 

Stark’s Chief of Staff is Rear Admiral 
Alan G. Kirk, for two years a naval and 
naval air attache at the American Embassy. 
A graduate of Annapolis and a specialist in 
ordnance, operations and intelligence, Kirk 
as executive officer of the U. S. S. West Vir- 
ginia in 1932-33 received letters of com- 
mendation from the Secretary of the Navy 
for winning Battle Efficiency, Gunnery, En- 
gineering and Communications trophies. 

The Assistant Chief of Staff is Capt. Ralph 
S. Wentworth, who was given the London 
post after participating in Pacific operations.

Stark, Kirk and Wentworth, according to 
naval spokesmen here, meet with LHisen- 
hower’s staff in the same way the Joint 
Board operates in Washington.

Hartle is a graduate of the University of 
Maryland, not of West Point. Known both 
as “The Sphynx” and as “Scrappy,” he, like 
Eisenhower, is an expert in modern, mechan- 
ized methods.

Outgrowth of Weakness. 


Unlike his father, who betrayed 
his adopted country, Peter Viereck 
saw through the hollow bombast 
with which German metapoliticians 
sought to cloak the German drive 
Moreover, this 
loyal son of.a disloyal father has 
dug deep into the origins of the 


Nazi credo, showing that it is not/ 


merely an excrescence of the pres- 
ent moment but the outgrowth of 
a tragic weakness in the German 
character—and not alone, he is 
courageous enough to say, of the 
German character. 


The causes that produced Ger- 
man fascism might produce it here 


to the danger, says Viereck. An 
over-mechanized and over-special- 
ized industrial society, he writes, is 
spawning mass men, instead of re- 
sponsible, self-disciplined individ- 
uals rooted im the universal moral 
values. 


The mass men of Germany suc- 
cumbed to the intoxication of the 
romantic Fuehrer-worship that the 
Nazis held out. They surrendered 
their birthright—the heritage of 
Germany’s profound culture from 
Bach, Mozart and Kant to Thom- 
as Mann—for the Nazi witches’ 
brew. 


Viereck was until recently a 
teaching fellow at Harvard. His 
brother, George Sylvester Viereck 
Jr., is in the Army, volunteering 
immediately after Pearl Harbor. 


Widely Translated. 


“Metapolitics” has attracted wide 
attention especially among those 
concerned not merely with the cur- 
rent symptoms of Nazism but with 
the underlying causes of the dis- 
ease. It is being translated into 
Swedish and German and Nelson 
Rockefeller’s office on Latin Amer- 
ica is seeking to arrange a Span- 
ish translation, 

The young German-American 
author of “Metapolitics” quotes 
Goethe to point up the “German 
problem.” “Two souls, alas, @wéll 
in my breast together; the’ one 
wants separation from the other.” 
The one soul is the soul that if

allied with Western civilization, the 
soul. out of which has come the 
greatness of German culture. In 
the other soul is the dark attrac- 
tion for mass barbarism, for the 
paganism that is flourishing in | 
T’azi Germany today. 

Knowing the German people as 
well as he does, Viereck says that 
the majority, at least of those over 
35, have not swallowed the religion 
of Hitlerism. They are merely 
swept along by the demoniacal 
force of the mad genius who is to- 
day dictator of the Reich. But he 
warns that the story may be dif- 
ferent tomorrow when the pres- 
ent members of the Hitler Youth 
and of the Fuehrer training schools 
will be the ruling generation. Then, 
Viereck intimates, it may be too 
late to save the Germans from 
themselves. 


Back to Early Origins. 


What is unique about Viereck’s 
study among all the books that 
have been written on Germany 
and Hitlerism is that he traces 
Nazism back to its earliest origins. 
In its essence it is another of the 
long. series‘ of German revolts 
against the unifying order of Medi- 
terranean civilization, It is in his- 
torical sequence with the repeated 
assaults of the Goths and the 
Visigoths on the Roman Empire. 
Except that this time, as the au- 
thor makes clear, the Germans are 
using the techniques of mass prop- 
aganda to enslave their own people 
and the science of modern mass 
murder to destroy and starve other 
peoples whom they would subju- 
gate. 


The rise of Nazism was to most 
people such an astonishing phe- 
nomenon in the land of Bach and 
Goethe that they tended to regard — 
it as a sudden outbreak of madness. 
Viereck establishes conclusively 
that it was not an abrupt and ac- 
cidental happening but the result 
of a long sequence of ideas and 
events, : 


It can be traced back, as Viereck 
shows, to the romantic movement 
that swept Europe at the beginning 
of the last century. This movement, 
a revolt against classical stand- 
ards and traditional values, caught 
especial 
force, 


The First Storm Trooper. 


It produced such strange apos- 
tles as, the man who was called* 
Father Jahn, although he ~- had 


‘ppo connection with any church. 


Viereck describes him as the first 
Storm Trooper. Father Jahn in 
the early 1800s wandered over Ger- 
many preaching intense national- 
ism and the purity of the Volk or 
“folkic” German soul. Like today’s 
Storm Troopers, he defied civil law 
and order, defied common courtesy 
and convention and deliberately 
made himself rude and loutish. 


“Jahn’s cult of primitivism and 
of Teuton boorishness,” writes 
Viereck, “was accompanied by the 
most grotesque phenomena, Logi- 
cal young extremists began dress- 
ing in bear skins, as did Jahn’s 
acquaintance, Sand, who killed an 
anti-nationalist writer with a 
primitive dagger. Jahn himself, 
while a student, lived for a. while 
in a cave, scorning such decadent 
artificialities as houses. From his 
cave, like a besieged cave man of

for progress and reform, never tol- 
erate injustice or corruption, always 
fight demagogues of all parties, 
mever belong to shy party, always 
oppose privileged classes and public 
plunderers, never lack sympathy 
with the poor, alwys remain de- 
voted to the public welfare; never 
be satisfied with merely printing 
news; always be d@rastically inde- 
pendent; mever be afraid te attack 
wrong, whether by predatery plu- 
tocracy or predatory poverty.

WARNING FROM ELMER DAVIS. 

A dose of bitter ne has been handed to the 
American people by the Office of War Information. 
It is a doubly bitter dose because it is in such 
striking contrast to the syrupy mixture which has 
been steadily ladled out by so many of our national 
leaders and public agencies. Instead of the ex- 
travagant claims and rosy forecasts which have 
been pouring out of ‘Washington offices, the OWI 
applies the sternest realism to the war outlook. 

The statement does not try to suppress or explain 
away the bad news. It emphatically calls to the 
attention of the people—and of the responsible offi- 
cials themselves—the extent of our reverses and 
shortcomings. It tries to arouse realization of the 
danger, and to bring about correction of the condi- 
tions that are blocking the way to victory. 

The dose is bitter, but it is just the sort of truth- 
telling and alarm-sounding that the people expected 
when Elmer Davis became head of this important 
agency. The direct, candid language of the report 


indicates that it is the personal handiwork of Mr, |. 


Davis. It is fully in keeping with his long-held con- 
viction that the people are able to take bad news 
in their stride. 

The country is not going to gag at this bitter dose. 
It will act as an invigorating tonic, we are con- 
vinced. It should intensify the war effort of public 
and leaders alike, and set off widespread demands 
for corrective action while there is yet time. 

Our production has achieved wonders, but why 
did it fall below schedule in June as to planes, tanks, 
artillery and naval vessels? Why does the world’s 
greatest steel-producing country today find its war 
program delayed by shortages in that vital metal? 
Why do we lag in building ships to fight the sub- 
marine, greatest obstacle to supplying our troops 
abroad and aiding our allies? . 2 

The public is ready for greater sacrifices, and it 
will also demand answers to the questions roused 
by the OWI statement. The people would be capable 
of more effective action and comment, however, 
if they had more facts. Palmer Hoyt, publisher of 
the Portland Oregonian, sums up the official news 
presentation in one sentence: “I wouldn’t hire the 
Government as a reporter because it does a bad 
job of reporting the biggest story in history.” 

This checks directly back to Washington. Mr. 
Davis accepted his appointment only on condition 
that he be given power to tell the public more about 
what is going on. Instead, it is reported that he has 
had one struggle after another with the brass hats 
and bureaucrats, This jolting statement is the only 
release of significance he has been able to make. 

A consistent policy of frankness ‘would make un- 
necessary such bitter doses as the OWI now ad- 
ministers. It would bring into play that informed 
public opinion which is a safeguard of democracy. 
And it would carry out the words of President 
Roosevelt in his address to the people on Feb. 23: 


Your Government has unmistakable confidence 
in- your ability to hear the worst without flinch- 
ing or losing heart. You must, in turn, have 
complete confidence that your Government is_ 
keeping nothing from you except information 
that will help the enemy in his attempt to de- 
stroy us. In a democracy, there is always a

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PARTISANSHIP IN TIME OF WAR. 

Wendell Willkie the other day urged both the Re- 
publicans and the Democrats to take the war out of 
politics. He suggested that both parties, in their 
platforms, agree that we and our allies must fight 
until a complete victory has been won: that there 
must be no thought of stopping half-way, and that 
we must, after the war, undertake to do our part

Where is there a candidate of any stripe who 
would declare himself against any one of these 
planks? Today, these three principles are about as 
exact an expression of the common denominator of 
American thought as can be formulated. Candidates 
and parties, dependent on popular support, are not 
going to oppose these basic desires of the people... 

The wartime task in the political sphere—as well 
as on the military, the industrial and the home’ 
fronts—is to see to it that everything which is 
done is in harmony with these prime objectives.

Now the prime requirement for the common 
good is victory. It is preposterous to.think, even 
for a moment, that because one party is for victory, 
the other might be against it.

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EXECUTION OF THE SABOTEURS. 

America has answered, in the only language that 
the Nazis can understand, their effort to wreck our 
war industries and utilities by landing eight sabo- 
teurs from a submarine on the East coast. When 
six of the eight invaders were executed in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia jail yesterday, a blunt warning was 
issued to our enemies as to the supreme hazard of 
attempts against the security of this country on 
its home front. 

The executions prove that the United States is 
moving against its enemies with an iron determina- 
tion, behind -the fighting lines as well as on the 
military fronts. They refute the sneering theory of 
the dictators that democracies, out of sheer maudlin 
sentimentalism, are impotent to protect themselves 
from internal attacks. 

It is for the sake of this country’s cause, for its 
very existence, that capital punishment has now 
been invoked against these tools of our enemies. 
Nevertheless, the sentences have not been hastily or 
arbitrarily imposed, as is the custom of the dictator 
nations. All the prisoners were provided with coun- 
sel, and all had ample hearings. The saboteurs were 
even granted the privilege of taking their case to 
the nation’s highest court. These men were found 
guilty, not on the.basis of hate, but on evidence. 

Death penalties fog spies and traitors are an essen- 
tial part of America’s, defense against enemy attacks 


given two of the eight saboteurs are not a sign of 
weakness, The men who were spared from death had 
assisted the Government in capturing and convicting 
the others. If and when more enemy agents are 
captured, these commutations will encourage them 
to turn against their fellow plotters. This possibility, 
too, will be a warning to other men whom the Nazis 
may try to recruit for sabotage missions.

For it was on the slopes of this old 
Hampshire hill and in the lush meadows roundabout 
that the kindly vicar of Selborne conducted his ob- 
servations and jotted down the notes which made 
him a pioneer field naturalist. 

Here he planted acorns and watched them grow 
to oaks. Here he noted that the skylark sings while 
rising perpendicularly, but that the woodlark’s song- 
bursts come while it hangs poised in the air. Here he 
found that earthworms, when they come to the sur- 
face at night, keep the end of their tails fixed in the 
holes, so they can retreat at the slightest alarm. 
Here he learned the chores that a thrush does 
around a garden. Martins and mice, lapwings and 
lizards, crickets and caterpillars—he studied them 
all with a friendly, curious eye, and what he wrote 
about them became literature. ®

IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST. 

The politicians have lost some patronage in Gov. 
Green's transfer of the Illinois Eye and Ear In- 
firmary in Chicago to the University of Illinois. 
But scientific, efficient management has gained. In 
following the recommendation of a special commit- 
tee of doctors, Gov. Green made the kind of deci- 
sion which the people of Illinois expect in an “anti- 
boss” executive. : 

A CHANCE FOR THE CARDINALS.

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STRIKING feature of American his- 
A weiy is the very slender margin of vic- 
tory in many exceedingly vital conflicts. 
Many will recall a dramatic illustration 
of that in the decision taken by Congress 
last Aug. 12 to prolong military service and 
thus prevent the disintegration of Ameri- 
ca’s new Army. The measure passed the 
House by a majority of one vote. 
As the most powerful group of military 


\states in history were preparing to launch 


an attack against the United States from 
South, East and West, practically half the 
Representatives of the American people 
voted to weaken national defense and leave 
the people exposed. The margin of courage, 
foresight and “firmness in the right” over 
provincialism, lethargy, lack of vision and 
partisan selfishness was amazingly slight. 
This sensational case is rather typical of 
American development. For instance, in the 
early history of the State of Pennsylvania, 
it was decided by a single vote that the 
official language should be English; the de- 
ciding vote in favor of English was cast by 
a German-speaking American. 
The adoption of the Constitution of the 


| United States was ratified by rather narrow 


margins, in a number of states. For in- 
stance, New York voted 30 to 27; Mas- 
sachusetts, 187 to 168; Néw Hampshire, 57 
to 46; Virginia, 89 to 79; Rhode Island, 34 
to 32. In other words, a change of two votes 
in New York, of five in Massachusetts, of 
six in New Hampshire, of five in Virginia 
and of one in Rhode Island might have af- 
fected America’s development very gravely.

In the Revolutionary War itself, it seems 
probable that there was no numerical mar- 
gin of victory at all. Only a minority of 
the Colonists seem-to have favored a war 


‘for the sake of liberation. 


During many of the darkest years of 
that struggle, the number of Americans ac- 
tively with Washington seemed to be far 
smaller than of those who were indifferent 
or hostile—or just trying to make money. 
The victory in that momentous conflict was 
due, not to a margin of numbers, but whol- 
ly to a margin of courage. 

‘When Abraham Lincoln was elected for 
the first time, he received 1,857,610 votes; 
Breckinridge, 850,082; 
Bell, 646,124. Barely 40 per cent of the Amer- 
ican voters were for Lincoln. Indeed, only 
54 per cent of the Northerners voted for 
him and most of them in the hope that he 
would avert a conflict. 

In Lincoln's second election, he won 55 
per cent of the votes cast. Not far from 
2,000,000 Northern men voted against him as 
late as 1864. New York City went against 
him 2 to 1. His majority in New York State 


was less than half of 1 per cent. In Penn-

sylvania and Ohio, also, he barely squeezed 
through.

Even on the very 
verge of victory for the Union, the margin 
of courage was small. 

In October, 1863, even after the Union 
victories of Vicksburg and, Gettysburg, 185,- 
000 Ohio men voted for the Copperhead agi- 
tator, Vallandigham., If 32,000 more Ohioans 
had voted for him, that State would have 
been removed from the Union ranks. 

Our history and the history of the world 
abound in such narrow margins. In every 
vital struggle, the courageous always have 
to carry a double burden, that of facing the 
enemy and that of overcoming the effects 
of the disloyal, timid, dull, corrupt on the 
home front. The courage of a part of the 
American nation has repeatedly saved the 
whole nation, just as a small margin of 
bravery has saved every good cause. 
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The utter need for that margin of courage 
has come again — especially on the home 
front. It means accepting individual respon- 
sibility to do one’s own part and inspire 
others to do their own parts. That means 
more work, going without things, abstaining 
from all lavishness, keeping faith even when 
others are corrupt, keeping at work even 
when others slack, playing the game even 
when others hoard, walking even when 
others graft for gasoline, not spreading 
rumors and not blaming everybody else for 
our setbacks. 

Our victory in this epochal struggle de- 
pends on a margin of courage. To produce 
that margin, every man and- woman who 
cherishes freedom must preserve his or her 
own courage. If it is lacking, no government 
can win for us. If it exists, we shall win 
in spite of all political confusion.

BRITISH REALIZE THE DANGER: 
OF YIELDING PREMATURELY TO 
-CLAMOR FOR SECOND FRONT 


Carroll Binder Says Off-the-Record Talks 
Convince Him That Chances of Successful 
Operation at Early Date Are Decidedly 
Unpromising. |

S the swiftly advancing German forces seize more and more vital

A hope that somewhere in the 
not distant future the Russian 
forces will find means of halting 
the German advance and maintain- 
ing formidable Russian resistance 
persists in many quarters, despite 
delayed realization, but it is in- 
creasingly feared that Germany 
presently may not only be able to 
exploit Russian resources but may 
have so seriously crippled Russian 
resistance as to be enabled to 
transfer a considerable portion of 
the German forces now fighting in 
the East to other sectors, notably 
the Middle East, Western Europe 
and Africa. 

The gravity of this possibility is 
heightened by the fact that our 
side has’ not succeeded in dislodg- 
ing Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
from his strong positions in Egypt 
and that time decidedly does not 
favor us in that area because re- 
inforcements reach the Axis quick- 
ly whereas ours mostly require a 
14,000-mile sea journey for which 
insufficient ships are available,

Rumor, Suspicion. 

These delicate negotiations con- 
tinued in an atmosphere charged 
with rumor and suspicion. It was 
widely reported that Col. Louis 
Johnson, President Roosevelt’s 
“personal representative’ at New 
Delhi, was at odds with Cripps 
over the Indian settlement. After 
the collapse of the mission, Cripps 
made a gesture toward dispelling 
these rumors when in his speech in 


the House of Commons he referred 
to “the personal help of a very 
able American, citizen.” The real 
fact is that Johnson’s presence was 
so disrupting, in the opinion of the 
British in India,.that Prime Min- 
ister Churchill took the unprece- 
dented step of requesting of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that he never be 
sent back. 

Coupland relates that Cripps pro- 
posed an Indian Defense Minister 
who “should deal with all matters 
of defense not dealt with by the 
Commander in Chief and ‘who 
would now be known as ‘War 
Member’ and his department as the 
‘War Department’.” This would 
have meant that there would have 
been, in effect, two departments of 
war. 

“Lists of the functions to be dis- 
charged by the two departments 
were appended. Those allotted to 
the Indian member (as distin- 
guished from the Commander in 
Chief, Gen. Wavell) were neces- 
sarily not the most important ones, 
but their concentration in his 
hands, as Sir Stafford said in the 
House of Commons, ‘would in fact 
have made the new Defense De- 
partment one of the largest of all 
departments in India’.” 

On the reasons the negotiations 
broke down Coupland is not too 
clear. There was great optimism 
among the British who waited in 
the growing heat of New Delhi’s 
spring for the decision of the Con- 
gress. Hours passed and then a 
day and a second day and op- 
timism waned. As Coupland tells 
the story, the reply of the All- 
India Congress was a demand for 
immediate independence of Great 
Britain. : 

Travelers’ Version. 

Returning travelers who were in 
New Delhi at the time of the 
Cripps negotiations give a differ- 
ent version. They say that repre- 
sentatives of the Congress had 
reached an agreement with Cripps 
on the functions of the Defense 
Minister. It was a solution which 
would have given this official not 
a little autonomous power. 

What happened to destroy this 
understanding is a matter of dis- 
pute. According to one report, 
from British sources, Nehru got 
Gandhi on the long distance tele- 
phone at his retreat at Wardha to 
communicate to him the terms of 
the agreement. In a four-hour con- 
versation Gandhi convinced Nehru 
that it should not be approved. 

According to another report, 
from American sources, Cripps was 
told he had gone too far in grant- 
ing autonomous powers to the De- 
fense Minister. He was told that 
he must inform the Indians that 
all decisions made by the Minister 
must be subject to the veto of the 
Viceroy. No Indian politician 
would have dared to accept such a 

roposition. - 

r At the very time that these crit- 
ica] negotions were going on, Lord 
Halifax, on April 7, made a speech 
at Town Hall in New York in which 
he seemed to anticipate a collapse 
and blamed the Indians, In a para- 
graph added to his speech after the 
original text was distributed he 
said: : :

Suggests They Are 
Unwilling to Sacri- 
fice Chance of 
Profits After War.

TRONG criticism of British 
§ shipowners is implied in the 
leading editorial in today’s Lon- 
don Times, which suggests that 
they are unwilling to sacrifice the 
possibilities of post-war profits to 
meet the urgencies of the United 
Nations’ shipping problems, 

At the same time, the editorial 
calls for full appreciation of these 
difficulties, and the application of 
vision and inventive genius to their 
solution. It sharply criticises the 
so-called “treasury mind” type, 
which, “confronted with any dras- 
tic innovations, decides at once 
that it is impracticable, that it is 
not really needed, that it will prove 
too expensive and that, in any case, 
there is no hurry about it.” 

“Practical visionaries” and advo- 
cates of “bold, sweeping depar- 
tures” are better able to make 
their influence felt in the United 
States, the Times suggests on the 
basis of the proposals of Henry J. 
Kaiser, West Coast shipbuilder, to 
construct a fleet of aerial trans- 
ports. 

Of shipowners, the Times says 
the question has been raised 
whether “sufficient consideration 
has been given to economy of time 
and skill” which might be intro- 
duced by American shipbuilding 
methods. . 

“Even more serious,” the Times 
continues, “it has been urged by 
responsible critics that we are 
building the wrong type of ship— 
large, slow-going vessels with un- 
divided hulls which are most use- 
ful and economic for peacetime 
trade, whereas smaller and faster 
ships, with bulkhead subdivisions, 
would have a much better chance 
of outpacing their submarine en- 
emies and of surviving any attack 
which they failed to elude.

Germans Use Special Equipment 
To Overcome Terrain Obstacles 


Unexpected Methods of Attack, Devised Aft- 
| er Careful Study, Were Successful in Poland, 
Belgium, Africa—And Now on the Don.

The outstanding instance of this 
was the passage of the German 
forces through the Ardennes re- 
gion of Belgium in May, 1940. The 
heavily wooded, hilly region of the 
Ardennes, deficient in roads and 
railways, had been regarded \by the 


to modern armies moving on a 
broad front, and as “a natural 
tank trap.” Both assumptions 
were correct. But the Germans 
moved on a narrow front, disre- 
garding gaps between their mo- 
torized columns; and no terrain 
obstacle is a tank trap by itself 
if it is not adequately defended by 
the fire of weapons so placed as 
to sweep the face of the obstacle. 

The Belgian army had a special 
force known as the Chasseurs Ar- 
dennais who were organized and 
equipped for the particular pur- 
pose of defending the Ardennes. 
What happened to them atill re- 
mains one of the war’s mysteries. 
The German undoubtedly employed 
“special methods” of some kind, 
At any rate, they crashed through 
the “impassable” Ardennes in three 
columns, they took the French 
army by surprise, and the break- 
through on the Meuse was the re- 
sult. 


Achieved Surprise. 

An earlier instance was the 
swift passage of the German Four- 
teenth Army through the passes of 
the high Tatras on the southeast- 
ern frontier of Poland in Septem- 
ber, 1939, when positions which 
were expected to hold for weeks 
were turned and taken in a day. 
The formidable mountain passes 
on the Bulgar-Yugoslav frontier 
were penetrated by German troops 
with a speed which astonished all 
observers, and likewise the hairpin 
turns of the road over the Mon- 
astir pass. 

Marshal Rommel’s recent ad- 
vance into Egypt was made at a 
season of the year which all pre- 
vious experience had shown to be 
prohibitive for desert campaign- 
ing by European troops. 

In all these cases the Germans 
achieved, in greater or less meas- 
ure, tactical surprise and this con- 
tributed greatly to subsequent suc- 
cesses. 

It is quite possible that we have 
just seen another instance of this 
German military habit. The pass- 
age of the lower Don River by the 
German armies has permitted a 
deep irruption into the north Cau- 
casian area. In the vicinity of 
Rostov, the Don is a formidable 
military obstacle, spreading out 
into salt marshes on either bank. 
It seems impossible that the Ger- 
mans could have broken through 
so quickly and in such force unless 
they had been able to gain posses- 
sion of the bridges and causeways 
before the latter were destroyed 
by the Russian engineers. 

There have been some vague. re- 
ports of the Germans having used 
parachutists and air-borne infan- 
try, even air-borne tanks, in the 
Rostov area; and it is of interest

Recast Their Plans. 

Certainly their situation would 
have been a much more unpleasant 
one if they had been held up along 
the line of the lower Don, and the 
dispositions of the Russian armies 
suggest rather strongly that the 
Russians had counted on this being 
the case. The existing situation 
is one in which the Russians ap- 
pear to be hastily recasting their 
plans, re-allocating their forces to 
meet an unexpected state of af- 
fairs. 


All this is retrospect, but it is 
not without value in estimating the 
possible future course of the cam- 
paign. The Germans may very 
well assume that so much has been 
said of the difficulties of the passes 
Over and around the Caucasus 
Mountains as to render the Rus- 
sians a little careless about the 
defense of those passes. We may 
see a German attempt to drive 
down the narrow coastal road 
along the edge of the Black Sea 
to Batum; and no one need be sur- 
prised if we see a German attempt 
even to force the terrific turns and 


road over the middie Caucasus to 
Tiflis. One would hesitate to pre- 
dict success for such an attempt 
but the Germans have shown that 
they will try anything, and that 
they plan in advance for the over- 
coming of anticipated difficulties. 

As the Germans approach the 
Caucasus, they are approaching 
Georgia—and a Georgian “fifth 
column” may well be included 
among their plans for penetrating 
that formidable barrier.

MATEUR strategists, who are 
Avving to figure out what is 

happening in Russia and what, 
if anything, other United Nations— 
or the Russians themselves—can 
do to stop it, may amuse themselves 
this week end by toying with the 
following problem in _ military 
arithmetic. 

There are about 300 infantry and 
25 panzer divisions in the German 
Army. Of these, it is estimated 
that about 168 infantry divisions 
and some 20 panzer divisions are 
in Russia. Of the latter one may 
assume, on the basis of Russian 
reports, that between eight and 10 
panzer divisions, eight or nine mo- 
torized divisions, a’ pair of moun- 
tain divfsions and about 20 infantry 
divisions are being employed in 
the south between Voronezh and 
Armavir. This would give the 
Germans about 38 divisions in the 
south, or roughly 500,000 men. 

In other words, about half of the 
German force in all of Russia is 
employed on the southern front 
while the rest is arrayed along the 
vast front from Voronezh to Len- 
ingrad facing the mass of the Rus- 
sian Army.

the privelege of free speech and the 
strength to supply himself with his 
needs. Clearly these four freedoms 
are as closely related, as dependent 
one upon another, as the four sea- 
gons of the natural year, whose 
winter snows irrigate the spring, 
and whose dead leaves, fermenting, 
rebuild the soil for summer's yield. 


The first two freedoms—freedom 
of speech and freedom of religion— 
are cultural. They are prerogatives 
of the thinking man, of the cre- 
ative and civilized human being. 
Sometimes, as in the United States, 
they are teed by organic 
law. They are rather clearly un- 
derstood, and the laws protecting 
them are continually being revised 
and adjusted to preserve their ba- 


and from want, on the other hand, 
are not part of our culture but 
part of our environment—they con- 
cern the facts of our lives rather 


Men are unafraid, or well-fed, or 
both, according to the conditions 
under which they live. 


To be free a man must live in a 
society which has relieved those 
curious pressures which conspire 
to make men slaves: pressure of a 
despotic government, pressure of 
iritolerance, pressure of want. The 
declaration of the four freedoms, 
therefore, is not a promise of a 
gift which, under certain condi- 
tions, the people will receive; it is 


a declaration of a design which the | 
people themselves may execute. ’ 
Freedom, of whatever sort, is/ 
relative. Nations united by a com- 
mon effort to create a better world 
are obviously not projecting a Uto- 
pia in which nobody shall want for 
anything. That is not the point— 
nor within the range of human pos- 
sibility. What unites them is the 
purpose to create a world in which 
no one n want for the minimum 
necessities of an orderly and de- 
cent life, for cleanliness, for self- 
respect and security. It is an am- 
bitious design, perhaps too ambi- 
tious for the cynic or the faithless; 
but it is supported by the’ sure 
knowledge that the earth produces 
abundantly and that men are al- 
ready in possession of the tools 
which could realize such a purpose 
if men chose to use them. | 
This, then, is a credo to which 


the representatives of 28 nations 


have subscribed—not a promise 
made by any group of men to any 


other group. It is only the people 
themselves who can create the con- 
ditions favoring these - essential 
freedoms which they are now re- 
purchasing in the bazaar of war 
and paying for with their lives. 
Nothing is for sale at bargain 


prices, nor will the house be built 
in three days with cheap labor. 


From a world in ruins there can 


rise only a slow, deliberate monu- 


ment. This time, conceived by so 


many peoples of united purpose, 
it will rise straight upward and 


rest on good support, 


Freedom of Speech—There Can Be 
No People’s Rule Unless There Is Talk’ 


O live free a man must speak 
"T open: gag him and he be- 

comes either servile or full of 
cankers. Free government is then 
the most realistic kind of govern- 
ment for it not only assumes that 
a man has something on his mind, 
but concedes his right to say it. It 
permits him to talk—not without 
fear of contradiction, but without 
fear of punishment. 

There can be no people’s rule 
unless there is talk. Men, it turns 
out, breathe through their minds 
as well as through their lungs, and 
there must be a circulation of ideas 
as well as of air. Since nothing is 
likely to be more distasteful to a 
man than the opinion of someone 
who disagrees with him, it does the 
race credit that it has so stubborn- 
ly defended the principle of free 
speech. But if a man knows any- 
thing at all, he knows that that 
principle is fundamental in self- 
government, the whole purpose of 
which is to reflect and affirm the 
will of the people. 

In America, free speech and a 
free press were the first things the 


the fashioning of the Constitution., 
Far-sighted men, in those early 
days, readily understood that some 
sort of protection was necessary. 
Thus, when the first amendment to 
the Constitution was drawn (part 
of what the world now knows as 
the Bill of Rights), it prohibited 
the Congress from making any law 
which might abridge the freedom 
of speech or of the press, or the 
right of the people peaceably to 
assemble and to petition. the Gov- 
ernment for a redress of their 
grievances. 

In the Nazi state, freedom of 
speech and expression have been 
discarded—not for temporary mili- 
tary expediency, but as a principle 
of life. Being contemptuous of the 
individual, and secretly suspicious 
of him, the German leader has de- 
prived him of his voice. Ideas are 
what tyrants most fear. To set 
up a despotic state, the first step 
is to get rid of the talkers—the 
talkers in schools, the talkers in 
forums, the talkers in political ral- 
lies and in trade union meetings, 
the talkers on the radio and in the 
news reels, and in the barber shops 
and villages garages. Talk does not 
fit the Nazi and the Fascist 
‘scheme, where all ideas are, by the 
very nature of the political struc- 
ture, the property of one man 


Talk is death to tyranny, for it 
can easily clarify a political po- 
sition which the ruler may prefer 
to becloud, and it can expose in- 
justices which he may choose to 
obscure. 

Our Bill of Rights specifically 
mentioned the press. Today t*e 
press is one of many forms of 
utterance. Talk and ideas flow in 
ever-increasing torrents, through 
books, magazines, schools, the ra- 
dio, the motion picture. The cam- 
era has created a whole new lan- 
guage of its own. 

All these new forms are safe- 
guarded with the ancient guaran- 


not being allowed to speak freelly 
remains. Today the privilege is 
challenged more gravely than ever 
before; in the countries dominated 
by the Axis books are burned, uni- 
versities are shut down, men are 
put to death for listening to a ra- 
dio b Hitler’s New Order 
seeks prove that unity and ef- 
ficiency are achieved most readily 
among people who are prevented 
from reading, thinking, talking, de- 
bating. This new anesthesia is a 
subtle drug. Under its quick in- 
fluence men sleep a strange sleep. 

The right to speak, the right to 
hear, the right of access to infor- 
mation carry with them certain 
responsibilities. Certain favorable 
conditions are necessary before 


dividual have something to say. 


Literacy is a prerequisite of free 
speech, and gives it point. Denied 
education, denied information, sup- 
pressed or enslaved, people grow 
sluggish; their opinions are hardly 
worth the high privilege of release. 
Similarly, those who live in terror 
or in destitution, even though no 
specific control is placed upon 
their speech, are as good as gagged. 
Another condition necessary for 
free speech is that the people have 
access to the means of uttering it 
—to newspapers, to the radio, the 
public forum. -When power or cap- 
ital are concentrated, when the 
press is too closely the property of 
narrow interests, then freedom suf- 
fers. There is no freedom, either, 
unless facts are within reach, un- 
less information is made available. 
And a final condition of free speech 
is that there be no penalties at- 
tached to the spread of information 
and to the expression of opinion, 
whether those penalties be applied 
by the Government or by any pri- 
vate interests whatsoever. 

The operation of a free press 
and the free expression of opinion 
are far from absolute rights. The 
laws of libel and slander set limits 
on what men may say of other 
men. The exigency of war sets lim- 
its On what information may be 
given out, lest it give aid and com- 
fort to the enemy. Good taste sets 
limits on all speech. 

Freedom of speech, Justice 
Holmes has warned, does not grant 
the right to shout fire in a crowd- 
ed theater. ‘When ideas become 
overt acts against peace and or- 
der, then the Government pre- 
sumes to interfere with free 
speech. The burden of proof, how- 
ever, is upon those who would 
restrict speech—the danger must 
be not some vague danger but 
real and immediate, 

We are not so much concerned 
with these inevitable limitations to 
free speech ag with the delight at 
the principle in society and how 
greatly it has strengthened man’s 
spirit, how steadily it has enlarged 
his culture and his world. We in 
America know what the privilege 
is because we have lived with it 
for a century and a half. Talk 
founded the Union, nurtured it, and 
preserved it. The dissenter, the 
disbeliever, the crack-pot, the re- 
former, those who would pull down 
as well as build up—all are free 
to have their say. 

Talk ig our daily fare—the white- 
bosomed lecturer regaling the 
Tuesday Ladies’ Club, the prisoner 
at the bar testifying in his own 
behalf, the editoria] writer com- 
plaining of civic abuses, the actor 
declaiming behind the footlights, 
the movie star speaking on the 
screen, the librarian dispensing the 
accumulated talk of ages, the pro- 
fessor holding forth to his stu- 
dents, the debating society, the 
meeting of the Aldermen, the min- 
ister in the pulpit, the traveler in 
the smoking car, the soap-box or- 
ator with his flag and his bundle 
of epigrams, the opinions: of the 
solemn magistrate and the opin- 
ions of the animated mouse — 
words, ideas, in a never-ending 
stream, from the enduring wisdom 
of the great and the good to the 
puniest thought troubling the fee- 
blest brain. All are listened to, all 
add up to something and we call 
it the rule of the people, the peo- 
ple who are free to say the words. 

The United States fights to pre- 
serve this heritage, which is the 
very essence of the Four Freedoms. 
How, unless there is freedom of 
speech, can freedom of religion or 
freedom from want or freedom 
from fear be realized? The ene- 
mies of all liberty flourish and 
grow strong in the dark of en- 
forced silence. 

For the right to be articulate the 
inarticulate airman climbs to his 
fabulous battleground.

T ise from this world would be 

pretentious, or even ridiculous, 
were it not for two important re- 
cent discoveries. es 

One is the discovery that, beyond 
any doubt, men now possess the 
technical ability to produce in 
great abundance the necessities of 
daily life—enough for everyone. 
This is a revolutionary and quite 
unprecedented condition on earth, 
which stimulates the imagination 
and quickens the blood. 

Another is the discovery (or 
rather the realization) that the 
earth is one planet indivisible— 
that one man’s hunger is every 
other man’s hunger. We know how 
that the world must be looked at 
whole if men are to enjoy the 
fruits they are now able to pro- 
duce, and if the inhabitants of the 
globe are to survive and prosper. 

Freedom from want, everywhere 
in the world, is within the grasp 
of men. It has never been quite 
within their grasp before. Pros- 
perous times have been enjoyed in 
certain regions of the world at 
certain periods in history, but local 
prosperity was usually achieved 
at the expense of some other 
region, which was being impover- 
ished, and the spectre of impend- 
ing war hung over all. Now, the 
industrial changes of the last 150 
years and the new prospect im- 
plicit in the words “United Na- 
tions” have given meaning to the 
phrase “freedom from want” and 
rendered it not only possible but 
necessary. 

It was in the -year 1492 that the 
earth became round in the minds 
of men—although it had been pri- 
vately globular for many centuries, 
Now in the year 1942, by a coinci- 
dence which should fortify astrol- 
ogers, the earth’s rotundity again 
opens new vistas, this time not of 
fabulous continents ready to be 
ransacked, but of a fabulous world 
ready to be unified and restored. 
War having reached totality, 
against men’s wishes, but with 
their full participation, our great 
resolve as we go to battle must 
now be that the peace shall be 
total also. The world is all one 
today. No military gesture any- 
where on earth, however trivial, 
has been without consequence ev- 
erywhere; and what is true of the 
military is true, also, of the eco- 
nomic:

People are worried about the pe- 
riod which will follow this war. 
Some fear the peace more than 
they fear the war. But the picture 
is neither hopeless nor is it black. 
Already, in this country and 
abroad, agencies are at work mak- 
ing preliminary studies and de- 
signing machinery to stabilize the 
peacetime world which will follow 
the war. They are preparing to re- 
employ the returning soldier, to 
maintain buying power at a high 
level, to stand behind industry 
while it is changing back to peace- 
able products, to guarantee a cer- 
tain security to the groups which 
need such guarantees. The fact that 
these plans are being drawn is 
itself encouraging, for when trou- 
ble is anticipated and fairly faced, 
it is less likely to ensue. 

The tools of production and the 
skills which men possess are tre- 
mendous in the present war emer- 
gency, and when the peace comes, 
the world will contain more skilled 
people than ever before in history. 
Those who are at work planning 
broadly -for a better human society 
propose to equip this enormous pro- 
ductive man-power with new ideas 
to fit new conditions, 

The pattern is already beginning 
to become apparent. Once, the soil 
was regarded as something to use 
and get the most from and then 
abandon, Now it is something to 
conserve and replenish. Once it 
was enough that a man compete 
freely in business, for the greatest 
possible personal gain; now his en- 
terprise, still free, must meet so- 
cial standards and must not. tend 
toward concentration of power un- 
favorable to the general well-being 
of the community. Once, an idle 
man was presumed to be a loafer; 
now it is realized he may be a vic- 
tim of circumstances in which all 
share, and for ‘which all are re- 
sponsible. — ,

Today a new mon- 
strosity has shown itself on earth, 
a seven days’ wonder, a new child 
of tyranny—a political religion in 
which the leader of the state be- 
comes, himself, an object of wor- 
ship and reverence and in which 
the individual: becomes a corpuscle 
in the blood of the community, 
almost without identity. This Nazi 
freak must fail, if only because 
men are not clods, because the 
spirit d live. In the design for 
a new and better world, religious 
freedom is a fundamental prop.

Known It, but Free Men Believe lt Will’ 


ly divided. In the short space of a 
few decades we have changed scar- 
city to abundance and are now en- 
gaged in the experiment of trying 
to live with our new and as yet 
unmanageable riches. The prob- 
lem becomes one not of production 
but of distribution and of con- 
sumption; and since buying power 
must be earned, freedom from 
want becomes freedom from mass 
unemployment, plus freedom from 
penury for those individuals una- 
ble to work. 


In our United States the Federal 
‘Government, being the common 
meeting ground of all interests and 
the final agency of the peoplke, as- 
sumes a certain responsibility for 
the solution of economic’ problems. 
This is not: a new role for the 
Government, which has been en- 
gaged since the earliest days of our 
history in devising laws and ma- 
chinery and techniques for pro- 
moting the well-being of the citi- 
zen, whether he was a soldier re- 
turning from a war, or a new set- 
tler heading west to seek his for- 
tune, or a manufacturer looking 
for a market for his goods, or a 
farmer puzzled over a problem ia 
animal husbandry. 


The beginning has been made. 
The right to work. The right to 
fair pay. The right to adequate 
food, clothing, shelter, medical 
care. The right to security. The 
right to live in an atmosphere of 
free enterprise. We state these 
things as “rights”—not because 
man has any natural right to be 
nourished and sheltered, not be- 
cause the world owes any man a 
living, but because unless man suc- 
ceeds in filling these primary 
needs his only development is 
backward and downward, Kis only 
growth malignant, and his last re- 
source war. 


All, of these opportunities are 
not in the American record yet, 
and they are not yet in the world’s 
portfolio in the shape of blueprints. 
Much of America and: most of the 
world are not properly fed, clothed, 
housed. But there has never been 
a time, since the world began, 
when the hope of providing the 
essentials of life to every living 
man and woman and child has 
been so good, or when the neces- 
sity has been so great. 

It can be done. The wealth ex- 
ists in the earth, the power exists 
in the hills, men have the tools and 
the training. What remains to be 
seen is whether they have the wit 
and the moral character to work 
together and to lay aside their’ 
personal greed. 


We and our allies are fi hting to- 
day not merely to defena an Aen 
orable past and old slogans and 
faiths, but to construct a stil! more 
honorable and rewarding future. 
Fighting men, coming back from 
the war, will not be satisfied with 
& mere guarantee of dull security— 
they will expect to find useful 
work and a vigorous life. Already 
moves are being made to meet this 
inescapable challenge, 


The first step, obviously, will be 
to prevent the sort of slump which 
has usually followed a great war. 
War is tremendously costly, in 
terms of money. Billions are being 
spent in order that we may win.

The new dark which has settled 
on the earth with the coming of 
might and force and evil has ter- 
rified grown men and women. 
They fear the dark, fear fire and 
the sword; they are tormented by 
the dread of evils which are only 
‘too reals They fear the conqueror 
who places his shackles on the 
mind. Asbove all else they are tor- 
tured by that basic political fear: 
fear of domination of themselves 
by others—others who are stronger, 
others who are advancing, others 
who have the weapons and are de- 
stroying and pillaging. This is the 
fear which haunts millions of men 
and women everywhere in the 
world. It is the fear of being 
awakened in the night, with the 
rapping on the door. 

No structure of peace, no design 
for a good world, will have any 
solidity or strength or even any 
meaning unless it disperses the 
shadow of this fear and brings re- 
assurance to men and women, not 
only for themselves but for their 
children and their children’s chil- 
dren. Aggressive war, sudden 
armed attack, secret police, these 
must be forever circumvented. The 
use of force, historically the means 
of settling disputes, must be made 
less and less feasible on earth, un- 
til it finally becomes impossible. 
Even though the underlying causes 
which foment wars may not be im- 
mediately eradicated from the 
earth, the physical act of war can 
be prevented when people, by their 
ingenuity, their intelligence, their 
memory, and their moral nature, 
choose to do so. Force can be 


action only if it be opposed with an 
equal or greater force—which is 
economic and moral and which 
is backed by collective police pow- 
er, so that in a community of na- 
tions no one nation or group of 
nations will have the opportunity to 
commit acts of aggression against 
any neighbor, anywhere in the 
world. . 

The machinery for enforcing 
peace is important and indispensa- 
ble; but even more important is 
that there be established a moral 
situation, which will support and 
operate this machinery. As-the last 
war ended, an attempt was made 
to construct an orderly world so- 
ciety capable of self-control. It was 
an idealistic and revoluntary plan. 
But like the first automobile, it 
moved haltingly and was more of 
a novelty than a success. For a 
while men’s hopes focused on the 
plan; but it was never universally 
accepted. The faith was not there, 
nor the courage. 

Today many nations are working 
together with unbelievable energy 
and with harmony of feeling and 
interest. They are united at the 
moment by the desire to win bat- 
tles, but they are also united by 
common principles and by a con- 
viction that their people ultimate- 
ly want the same thing from life— 
freedom, peace,. security, the 
chance to live as individuals. 

Such collaboration has its origin 
in the democratic spirit, which in- 
fects men regardless of latitude or 
longitude, and it has been fed by 
the close association between. na- 
tions which are geographically near 
neighbors—as, for example the in- 
ter-American Powers. Canada has 
been a good neighbor to the United 
States for many years and the 
Canadian border, never fortified, 
stands today as a symbol of what 
the world will be when men’s faith 
becomes great enough and their 
heads become hard enough. 

Still another answer to fear is 
found in the concept of the United 
Nations. For the first time in his- 
tory, 28 nations have been acting 
together, in the very midst of a 
mortal struggle, to set down the 
specifications of a peace settlement 
and the aims of war and post-war 
action. Their representatives, 
meeting in Washington on New 
Year’s day, 1942, signed a historic

Our children feat the 


they will grow and develop nor- 


eliminated as a means of political, 


faith and unshakable resolve, 


Freedom From F ear—‘The Use of Force — 
In Disputes Must Be Finally Made Impossible’ 


“The Governments. signatory 
hereto, : 

“Having subscribed to a com- 
mon program of purposes and 
principles embodied in the Joint 
Dectaration of the President of 
the United States of America 
and the Prime Minister of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern TIreland dated 
August 14, 1941, known as the 
Atlantic Charter, 

“Being convinced that com- 
plete victory over their enemies 
is essential to defend life, lidb- 
erty, independence and religious 
freedom, and to preserve human 
rights and justice in their own 
lands as well as in other lands, 
and that they are now engaged 
in a common struggle against 
savage and brutal forces seeking 
to subjugate the world, 
DECLARE: 

“(1) Each Government pledges 
diself to. employ its full re 
sources, military or economic, 
against those members of the 
Tripartite Pact, and its adher- 
ents with which such govermr 
ment is at war. 

“(2) Each Government pledges 
itself to co-operate with the Gov- 
ernments signatory hereto and 
not, to make a separate armistice 
or peace with the enemies. 

“The foregoing declaration 
may be adhered to by other na- 
tions which are, or which may 
be, rendering material assistance 
and contributions in the struggle 
for victory over ‘Hitlerism.” 


The nations signing the Declara- 
tion by United Nations are: The 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
China, Australia, Belgium, Canada, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, 
the Dominican Republic, El Sal- 
vador, Greece, Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, India, Luxembourg, The 
Netherlands, New Zealand, Nica- 
ragua, Norway, Panama, Poland, 
South Africa, Yugoslavia and -the 
United States of America. On June 
14, Mexico and the Philippine 
Islands adhered to the Declaration 
by United Nations. 

Can anyone be deaf to the sound 
of hope in this assemblage? Men 
have not achieved their goal, but 
at least they have collectively as- 
pired to it, and have accepted a 
responsibility for it which is con- 
tinuing and not merely fitful. The 
work is to go on, The new building 
will indeed be built, whatever its 
shape, whatever its appointments, 
whatever its defects. 

Those are the goals of the peace 
and the hope of the world. But 
the specific and immediate prob- 
lem, the first move to free people 
from fear, is to achieve a peace- 
able world which has been de- 
prived of its power to destroy it- 
self, This can only be accomplished 
by disarming the aggressors and 
keeping them disarmed. Last time 
they were disarmed, but they were 
not prevented from rearming. This 
time they will be disarmed in 
truth.

It will be remembered that the 
inquisitive Ben ~-Franklin, testing 
the lightning with his kite, found 
in the storm’s noisy violence the 
glimmerings of a secret which 
later illuminated the world.

corps.” He is a graduate of the 
Infantry Tank School, and was No. 
1 in his class at the Command 
and General Staff School at Leav- 
enworth. Later he was graduated 
from the Army War College in 
Washington. 

Gen. MacArthur, when he was 
chief of staff, selected Eisenhower 
as his chief aid in 1933 and when 
he became military adviser to the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines 
in 1935, he took Eisenhower with 
him to Manila as his assistant. 
During his four years’ service in 


the islands, Eisenhower learned 
to fly, earning his pilot’s wings 
when he was 48. 

Returning to this country in 
February, 1940, as a Lieutenant 
Colonel, he joined the Fifteenth 
Infantry at Fort Lewis, Wash., and 
eight months later he was pro- 
moted to chief of staff of the 
Third Division there, and four 
months later was named chief of 
staff of the Ninth Army Corps. 
Three months later saw him chief 
of staff of the Third Army at San 
Antonio, Tex., which won the 
Army war games in the South that 
year. The Third Army’s maneuv- 
ers were officially described as “a 
brilliant operation.” 


Called to Washington. 


One objective of the 1941 Army 
games was to show up inefficient 
officers and to test the capacities 
of able officers. For his part, 
Eisenhower, having been made a 
temporary Colonel in March, was 
promoted to the temporary grade 
of Brigadier General in Septem- 
ber, 1941. Gen. Marshall and the 
general staff had their eyes on 
him, and in February, 1942 he was 
called to Washington as assistant 
chief of staff and director of the 
War Plans Divisions, and _ in 
March promoted to Major General. 
In the War Plans Division, now 
called the Operations Division, the 
activities of all the other branches 
of the Army are focused, and the 
director must be thoroughly in- 
formed on industrial production, 
equipment, logistics, troop move- 
ments and, most important, cen- 
eral strategy. On July 7, the 
President nominated him for the 
rank of Lieutenant General. The 
Senate quickly confirmed the 
nomination, 


“Ugly Ike” His Nickname. 


The General's nickname of “Ugly 
Ike” comes from his childhood 
days when each of the six LHisen- 
hower boys were called some kind 
of Ike—one was “Red Ike,” anoth- 
er “Little Ike,” and so on. 

The six Eisenhower boys are a 
remarkable lot. Dwight David, the 
third son, was born in Texas, 
when hig father, David J. Eisen- 
hower, a “graduate” in engineer- 
ing of the International Corres- 
pondence School, was down there 
to help build a railroad. The fam- 
ily ‘home was and is in Abilene, 
Kan. Arthur B. Hisenhower, the 
oldest boy, is a vice-president of 
the Commerce Trust Co. in Kansas 
City; Edgar is a prominent attor- 
ney in Tacoma, Wash., Roy is a 
retail merchant in Junction City, 
Kan.; Earl is an electrical engi- 
neer with the West Penn Power 
Co. in Philadelphia, and Milton, 
the youngest, is the administrative 
assistant to Elmer Davis, director 
of the Office of War Information. 
Before that Milton was in charge 
of resettling the thousands.of Jap- 
anese from the Pacific Coast to 
inland points, and before that was 
in charge of the information serv- 
ice of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, a bigger job than most people 
imagine,

Weird Murderer Lived for 
Months in Tiny Cubicle Un- 
der Roof Before Being Dis- 
covered---Froze in Winter, 
Burned in Summer---Raided 


Icebox For Food.

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DENVER, Colo., Aug. 8. 


S they had done almost daily 
A for three weeks on their after- 

noon round of North Denver, 
City Detectives William Jackson 
and Roy Bloxom swung their po- 
lice cruiser onto West Moncrieff 
place and drove slowly past three 
similar-appearing, unpretentious 
homes, 


Their eyes were directed toward 
the center one of the three, a 
two-story structure of red brick 
with white-painted frame upper 
story and steep-pitched shingle 
roof. Its blinds were tightly drawn; 
otherwise it looked like most of 
the other modest homes in the 
district, all built a score or more 
years ago. 


It was the home in which, on 
the night of Oct. 17, 1941, 73-year- 
old Philip Peters, retired railroad 
auditor, had been bludgeoned to 
death in fiendish manner by a 
killer whose identity had remained 
as obscure as his motive. It was 
the house which, since the bloody 
slaying, had been known as a 
place of mystery. 


Women who had come to stay 
with the slain accountant’s widow 
had left the house with nerves 
grated thin. Neighbors had come 
to police with stories of ghostly 
shadows in the night, of strange 
noises, weird lights and unholy 
odors. 


Detectives Jackson and Bloxom 
had been in the house before in 
parties of officers who had 
searched it in vain for the source 
of the mysteries, and they, like 
the others, had not been satisfied 
that the reports had all been 
superstition. 


“Let's go in and take another 
look around,” Bloxom, at the 
wheel, said to Jackson. He pulled 
the car up to the curb in front 
of the house. They went into the 
home to the west of and adjacent 
to the Peters place, where the 
key to the “haunted house” was 
kept. Going to the murder house, 
they stepped quietly onto the 
porch, noiselessly turned the key 
in the door and entered the dark 
living room. 

Bloxom stepped into the front 
bedroom, in the door of which 


nearly 10 months before he and 
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fellow officers had found the body 
of the elderly Peters sprawled in 
his own blood, Even this long 
afterward he could look up at the 
ceiling and see brown spatterings 
that told of the savagery of the 
murderer, 


As Jackson stood in the living- 
room and Bloxom in the bedroom, 
each felt a little foolish. Hunting 
ghosts! 

Just then they felt an icy tingle 
run up, their spines. 


From the rear of the house, in- 
side, came the click of a lock. 


“Let’s go!” Jackson called to 
Bloxom. They drew their revolvers 
and ran to the kitchen. “You watch 
the back,” Bloxom called, running 
to a narrow door that led to a 
stairway leading upstairs. The door 
was locked. It had never been 
locked before when the officers 
were there, 


Bloxom, a heavy, powerful man, 
tried the door once, then gave it a 
mighty pull. It broke open. The 
officer dashed up the stairway, so 
narrow his shoulders rubbed on 
either side. | 


As he reached the top, in an up- 
stairs bedroom at the rear of the 
house, Bloxom heard a scuffling to 
his left, in a closet. He turned, 
then smashed the muzzle of his 
45 against the chest of a figure 
that stood there, right hand and 
foot upraised as though starting to 
climb. “Come out of there fast— 
with your hands in the air!” he 
commanded, pantingly, Then he 
gasped, — 

What he saw was not just the 
murderer of Philip Peters, but the 
ghastly figure of a man whose se- 
quel to crime made up one of the 
most amazing, horror mysteries of 
modern times. 

Nearly six feet tall, he was noth- 
ing more than loose skin hanging 
on a skeleton. That skin was yel- 
low-white and flabby. It was the 


‘flesh of a dead man, yet alive,

Incredulously, Bloxom held his 
gun steadily against the walking 
‘ghost, calling to Jackson, who 
came running upstairs to join him. 

Then he searched 
the gaunt figure. The detectives 
ordered the man downstairs, where 
they called headquarters. 

“How long have you been in this 
house?” Jackson asked the specter. 


“A long time,” it replied in tones 
as cold and colorless as its ex- 
pression. 


“What do you call a long time?”

ESS than three hours later, at 
[_ potice headquarters, Detective 

Captain James E. Childers and 
other officers were listening to the 
closing portions of an astounding 
criminal confession. 


The ghost-man, Theodore Edward 
Coneys, 59, admitted he had en- 
tered the Peters home in Septem- 
ber, 1941, hdd found a small space 
under the attic roof, and had taken 
up his abode there. He lived in 
this tiny space, less than three feet 
high and only 40 inches wide, run- 
ning the length of the house under 
the apex of the roof, for more than 
10 months. For awhile he hunted 
money he thought Peters kept hid- 
den in the house, but soon gave 
this up. 

At night he would steal down 
from his lair to spy upon the el- 
derly Philip Peters and his wife. 
He became a human parasite, raid- 
ing the family’s ice box for food, 
taking portions of this and that in 
an effort to avoid detection. He 
took bedding, utensils, reading ma- 
terial into his attic nest. He found 
a crystal radio set with earphones. 

‘He connected an electric light by

splicing a wife and socket to the 
house circuit. 

Adding to the astonishing confes- 
sion, Coneys said he had known 
Mr. and Mrs, Peters more than 30 
years before, had visited them in 
this very house. 

They had been fellow members 
of a guitar and mandolin club and 
had had good times together at 
meetings almost. weekly. 

It was when he had returned to 
Denver in 1941 after wandering 
about: the country at various jobs 
that he went to the Peters house 
expecting to try to borrow money, 
he said. He -saw Peters and a 
friend leave the place, then went 
in to see if he could find anything 
of value to steal. 

His phantom existence went on 
undetected for a month; then, the 
night of October 17, when he 
thought Peters was out for the 
evening, he was eating food from 
the ice box when the owner of the 
house walked into the kitchen. 

Coneys said he seized an old 
revolver that. had hung on the 
kitchen wall, He struck Peters 
over the head, knocking him down. 
Peters struggled to his feet, and 
started for the front of the house, 
threatening to call police. Coneys 
picked up a stove shaker and fol- 
lowed. With this he beat the aged 
man to death. “I was scared,” he 
told officers. He said Peters had 
tried to get a revolver from a 
dresser drawer. He himself later 
took the revolver to his lair in the 
rafters after killing Peters. It was 
found there, loaded, when police 
searched his retreat, | 

A few minutes after the murder, 
friends of Peters arrived at his 
home to take him out to dinner, 
Their rings unanswered, they noti- 
fied neighbors. Looking through 
the windows, those, outside saw 


‘signs of the struggle that had oc- 


curred, and called police, .who 
found the body. 
Coneys lay in his hideaway while 
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officers combed the house. Once 
they tried the tiny 15 by 8 inch 
trap door that led from the up- 
stairs closet to the attic space, but 
he had braced it with a board 
lodged against the roof. The door 
was so small officers passed it by 
as unworthy of investigation. All 
this: time Coneys listened to his 
radio, hearing stories of his own 
crime by local stations, 
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EVERAL times later police en- 
G tered and searched the place 

while Coneys lay undetected in 
his little triangular. cell, 


Mrs. Peters, 70, had suffered a 
broken hip prior to her husband’s 
murder. [Ill and sorrowing, she 
left the house for the winter. 


The water in the house was 
shut off to keep it from freezing 
the pipes. There was no fire in 
the hot water heating boiler in 
the kitchen, and Coneys had no 
fuel to start one; had he built a 


fire, too, he would have been found: 


out. Food ran short. The water 
in the hot water tank was all he 
had for drinking. 


Coneys admitted to officers that 
the winter months were worse 
than hell. 


“Although I had the house to 
myself, I slept in the roof, for it 
was the only place I could begin 
to keep warm. Even then I froze 
my feet and the skin started com- 
ing off.” 


On nights when it snowed hard, 
the phantom killer would don 
overshoes and venture out into 
the back yard. With a toy shovel 
he would scoop up. snow into a 
dishpan and take it inside for 
drinking water. He was careful to 
take up the top snow only, and to 
do it when it was still snowing so 
no one would see telltale marks 
the next morning. | 

He found an electric hotplate 
stove and installed it in the attic. 


KILLER RE-ENACTED HIS CRIME, 
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While he could 


cook on it, he 
found it of little use in trying to 
keep warm on the sub-zero nights 
of one of Denver’s worst winters 
in years. 


As the weeks wore on his hide- 
away became choked with things, 


There were empty containers, 
utensils, magazines and newspa- 
pers, dishes, junk. Once he had 
carried a thing up, he dared not 
bring it down into the house lest 
it give him away. 

“I could have left the place, I 
guess,” the ghost-man told officers, 
“but I had left my hand prints 
everywhere and figured they’d be 
sure to find me.” So he simply 
stayed on. “I knew someone 
would come and get me sooner or 
later, but I was in sort of a daze.” 


Coneys said he prayed often aft- 
er he killed Peters and he could 
sleep only about four hours a day. 
He kept track of the time by his 
radio. 


Finally, in February, Mrs. Peters 
moved back into the house. She 
saw nothing of the phantom, who 
once again had food to steal, wa- 
ter to drink. 


Mrs. Peters was very deaf, which 
made Coneys’ ghostly role easier. 
Weeks turned into months with 
the murderer living undiscovered 
in the house with his victim’s 
widow. Finally one of the next 
door neighbors, John Voss, be- 
came concerned over the lonely 
woman’s safety. He had an elec- 
tric company.install a buzzer near 
‘her bed so she could ring a bell 
in the, Voss home if she needed 
help. That was about seven weeks 
ago, Voss said. 

About two weeks later the bell 
rang in Voss’ house and he and 
his wife rushed next door to find 
Mrs. Peters had fallen and broken 
her hip for the second time. She 
went to the hospital for about

New recruits to this company of 
lonely wives, the wives of draftees, 
réserve officers, guardsmen, have 
had for example the wives of men 
who are “regular Army,” and most 
of these women have greater need 
for fortitude because their hus- 
bands were on duty from the be- 
ginning, in most cases are in the 
thick of things now. 


“You can get used to anything 
without liking it,” Sally Morfit 
Neiger says with a small sigh. “I

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James Petrillo, Who Has Battled Juke Boxes, Radio and Army Bands, Squares Off With Uncle Sam

AST July 10, in a fortnight 

when every day seemed to 

bring fresh danger to the 
American people and their allies, 
James Caesar Petrillo made his 
own peculiar contribution to the 
cause of unity, sacrifice, and na- 
tional morale. An orchestra of 160 
boys and girls had been scheduled 
to broadcast over NBC from the 
National Music Camp at Interloch- 
en, Mich. All arrangements were 
made; proud parents were listen- 
ing in. What the parents heard, 
however, was not the adolescent 
tootlings of their young but the 
music of a studio orchestra, The 
Interlochen broadcast had been 
canceled on Petrillo’s orders be- 
cause the boys and girls were not 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians. which he heads. 
Since their average age was 15, 
they were not eligible for member- 
ship in the union, whose minimum 
age requirement is 16. 


The contradiction didn’t worry 
Petrillo, who has a flexible mind, 
“They're amateurs,” he said. 
“When amateur musicians occupy 
the air it means less work for pro- 
fessionals.” The way out would 
be for the authorities at Inter- 
lochen to hire 160 professional mu-. 
sicians at union rates to “stand 
by”—i. e, do nothing—while the 
youngsters played. 

Although laymen may find it 
hard to see the difference between 
this and the regulation  “shake- 
down” ag employed in an ordinary 


racket, the “stand-by” is an institu- . 


tion with the A. F. M. So, for that 
matter, is Petrillo’s dislike for chil- 
dren who play musical tnstruments 
in public. A few years ago, when 
Chicago’s civic-minded Daily News 
bought a giant panda and arranged 
to have it welcomed by a corps of 
Chinese Boy Scout buglers, Petrillo 
insisted that an equal number of 
his men be hired to stand by, This 
created an uproar. After several 
days of buck-passing among the 
News, the Zoo and the Boy Scouts, 
the panda arrived and was prompt- 
ly put on Petrillo’s “unfair” list, 
Since the supply of musical chil- 
dren is unending, Petrillo’s prob- 
lem is chronic. His vigilance never 
flags, however. Last winter he suc- 
cessfully prevented broadcasts by 
children in Chicago, Cleveland, 
Washington, Milwaukee, St. Louis 
and San Francisco. 
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LTHOUGH gifted children give 
A= the horrors, Petrillo feels 
ost violently about “canned 
music” which, he maintains, keeps 
thousands of live musicians out of 
work. Petrillo hag brooded about 
this since the days of the old Edi- 
son. Last month he served notice 
on the recording companies that 
no more phonograph records could 
be made after July 31 unless the 
companies guaranteed that they 
wouldn’t be played in juke boxes 
or over the radio. Since the courts 
have ruled that the companies 
have no control over their products 
after they have been sold, the order 
means, in effect, that no new re- 
cordings at all can be made. 


When the final history of craft 
unionism in America is written, 
Petrillo will probably take his 
place as the sturdiest wildflower in 
the A. F. of L.’s whole unruly gar- 
den. His powers over the federa- 
tion’s 130,000 members have aston- 
ished, among others, the anti-trust 
division of the Department of Jus- 
tice, which has called them “abso- 
lute and subject to no control.” 


In fact, as soon as the depart- 
ment got over its astonishment at 
Petrillo’s arbitrary order it filed 
suit against Petrillo, the union and 
other officers charging a-violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. 


According to the union constitu- 
tion Petrillo can call strikes at 
his discretion, levy fines up to 
$5000 on any member, and revise 
or suspend the constitution itself. 


No leader of-a United States 
craft or trade is as firmly estab- 
lished in power as Petrillo, nor, by 
a long sight, as well paid. His 
yearly salary of $46,000 is not only 
more than that of any other A. F. 
of L. leader, but more than the 
combined salaries of John L. Lewis 
and William Green. He can af- 
ford a suite at the Waldorf when 
he visits New York. He spends as 
much as $150 for his suits. He 
eats expensively and, until the war 
shut off his supply, drank import- 
On the index finger of 
his left hand he wears a two and 
one-half carat blue-white diamond. 
He is visibly a successful man and, 
as he takes pride in pointing out, 
he got where he is without ~steal- 
ing. “Hell,” he says, “I don’t have 
to steal. When I need anything, 
I just let my boys know about it 
and they give it.to me.” | 

When he refers to his “boys,” 
Petrilio means specifically the or- 
ganized musicians of Chicago, 
whose local he has headed since 
1922 and who pay him $26,000 of 
his net official take. Their de- 
votion is such that in 1937, when 
they learned that Petrillo would 
like a quiet place in the country 
for week ends, they bought him the 
old Edward G. Uihlein estate at 
Fontana on Lake Geneva, Wis., a 
resort supported by tired, rich Chi- 
cagoans. All told that year, accord- 
ing to union figures, Petrillo cost 
Local 10 $110,700. The sum includ. 
ed $25,000. for the house, $12,000 
to furnish it, $1700 to take care of 
the famous Uihlein evergreen 
grove, $16,000 to pay income taxes, 
$25,000 for a bulletproof car and 
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bodyguards, and $5000 for inciden- 
tal expenses. 

Although he may have had a 
tiny inkling of what was afoot, 
Petrillo expressed himself as com- 
pletely surprised by the boys’ gift 
of the Uihlein place. He was deep- 
ly touched, he announced, He likes 
to think of himself as the benevo- 
lent guardian of the boys’ interests 
—a strong man but honest, a dia- 
mond in the rough, In 1939 and 
1940 he hired a press agent to ad- 
vance the rough-diamond theory in 
the newspapers and magazines, 
with large success. Petrillo plays 
the role to the hit. “Me tough?” 
he asks. “I ain’t tough. I’m just a 
bighearted sap.”

HEN pleased, Petrillo has a 
benign, grandfatherly look set

high, balding forehead. Ordinarily, 
however, his mouth turns down in 
a querulous line, and behind his 
rimless spectacles his pale blue eyes 
are cold and suspicious, He has a 
dazzling command of profanity 
which he delivers rapidly in a rasp- 
ing voice out of the right side of 
his mouth. Although he is only 
five feet six inches tall, he weighs 
almost 180 pounds. Sitting at his 
desk, he suggests an elderly frog 
that has just eaten a big and 
somewhat bitter dragonfly. In re- 
pose he relaxes heavily as if sav- 
ing his strength for some impor- 
tant moment. Once on his feet, he 
moves rapidly and belligerently, 
soon working himself up to a fast 
lope when excited about some out- 
rage done to the “rights” of his 
boys. At such times he also shouts 
and pounds his desk violently. 
Petrillo is a man of large and 
catholic dislikes. .In a long list of 


phobias that includes actors, law-' 


yers, John L. Lewis and New York 
City, as well as canned music and 
musical amateurs, the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra ranks near the 
top. The Boston orchestra’ had been 
playing, and presumably chafing, 
under open-shop conditions ever 
since its founding in 1881. When 
Petrillo undertook to right this an- 
cient wrong, his reception was dis- 
appointing. Unlike Dr. Stock of 
the Chicago Symphony, who does 
“whatever Mr. Petrillo says,” Con- 
ductor Sergei Koussevitzky was 
aloof. The orchestra’s players, 
who are paid as well as, or better 
than, players in any other big- 
league symphony in the _ world, 
were on the whole indifferent. Re- 
buffed, Petrillo notified broadcast- 
ers and recording companies that 


the Boston orchestra was banned

from the air and phonograph rec- 
ords. “They’re washed up,” he an- 
nounced, perhaps too sanguinely. 
“They're through.” 

To cripple the orchestra on its 
home grounds, he also staged a 
raid on the American Guild of 
Musical. Artists, an AFL union 
which included virtuosos such as 
Iturbi, Spalding and Zimbalist. 
“They're mine,” he declared. 
“They're musicians and they belong 
to me. Since when is there a dif- 
ference between Heifetz and a fid- 
dler in a tavern?” Rather than sac- 
rifice concert work in A. F. M. ter- 
ritory, which includes every im- 
portant musical outlet except Bos- 
ton’s Symphony Hall, most of the 
virtuosos have signed up with 
Petrillo, which automatically 
means that they fill no more dates 
with the Boston Symphony. 

The fact that Koussevitzky and 
his men continue to play brilliantly 
and imperturbably despite all this 
is almost more than Petrillo can 
bear. Since becoming president of 
the A, F. M. he has met and routed 
a dozen seemingly stouter oppon- 
ents, including the U. S. Army. A 
year and a half ago, to promote in- 
terest in national defense, the Mu- 
tual. Broadcasting System sched- 
uled a series of variety programs 
from Fort Dix, using Army talent. 
Petrillo announced that Army 
bands couldn’t be allowed to play 
over the air—at least not until he 
and Secretary of War Stimson had 
had a chance to talk it over and 
mark out terms. “Sure, Stimson,” 
he explained. “Why fool around 
with these little guys? We got to 
get this thing straightened out.” 


x * * 


S it turned out, Stimson was 
A» with other matters and Pe- 
llo was reduced to negotiat- 
ing with some generals. “You know 
how them generals are,” he re- 
marked later. “Pin a couple of tin 
medals on ‘em and you can’t do a 
thing wit’ 'em.” Petrillo. soon had 
them eating out of his hand, how- 
ever. The upshot was that Army 
bands could play, provided Petrillo 
was notified and gave his consent 
beforehand. 

Last week Petrillo found that the 
Army was giving him trouble again. 
When the Times Square Service 
Men’s Center in New York City 
had its formal opening, the or- 
chestra from This Is The Army 
was asked over to help make the 
dedication merry. Like all the per- 
formers in the show, the musicians 
are Army men, subject to no au- 
thority but the Army’s. However, 
the head of the New York Defense 
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Recreation Committee dutifully 
asked the New York local for per- 
mission. He had found the local 
“most co-operative” in the past; 
but this time, presumably in line 
with Petrillo’s orders, he was re- 
fused. Local Head Jake Rosenberg 
explained it this way: “If the.Army 
is going to go around playing bene- 
fits we might as well fold up. We 
don’t want them to competé with 
us.” 


Although this incident stirred up 
criticism, Petrillo gives way to no 
man when it comes to patriotism. 
At his order, his members play The 
Star-Spangled Banner before and 
after every program, whether it 
be in a night club, a Hollywood set 
or a recording studio. In New 
York City alone, it is estimated, 
patriots now stand for the national 
anthem some 20,000 times a week. 


The picture of New Yorkers 
standing and sitting en masse at 
his direction doubtless gives Pe- 
trillo considerable satisfaction. One 
of the first constitutional rules he 
suspended was the one that re- 
quired the international president 
to live in New York, seat of A. F. 
M, headquarters. “What a town!” 
he says, feelingly. “Everybody in 
it’s a lawyer. I get to town and 
sit down, and bam! — there’s a 
dozen lawyers, all tryin’ to serve a 
paper on me!” He is happier in 
Chicago where Local 10 has its 
own two-story, $600,000 building on 
West Washington street, and where 
his office is better suited to his 
own tastes. Its centerpiece is a 
mahogany desk: “the biggest damn 
desk,” he assures visitors, “I could 
find at Marshall Field's.” The floor 
is covered with a deep-pile Orien- 
tal rug—“You should know what 
it cost,” says Petrillo, In Chicago, 
too, there is much less trouble with 
lawyers. Chicago law has an easy- 
going quality for those well con- 
nected, and Petrillo’s connections 
are impeccable. He is on bosom 
terms with Mayor Ed Kelly. 


Although unsympathetic persons 
call him a dictator, Petrillo is de- 
voted, he says, to the principles of 
American freedom and democracy, 
and he often points to himself as 
an example of what can be accom- 


plished under the American Way. 


He was born in 1892 in a bedrag- 
gled section of Chicago’s West Side, 
one of five offspring of an immi- 
grant Italian sewer digger. He was 
ambitious from the beginning. As 
a boy he sold newspapers, ran ele- 
vators in Loop office buildings, and 
drove a delivery cart. He was an 
indifferent student, however. After 
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nine years of school he was still 
bogged firmly in the fourth grade. 
His schoolmates hung the nick- 
name “Yellow” on him because, he 
recalls, of his extraordinary cour- 
age and pugnacity. 

When Petrillo was 8 years old 
his parents bought him a trumpet. 
Soon he was tootling in both Jane 
Addams’ Hull House band and the 
Daily News newsboys’ band. By 
the time he was 14 he had his own 
eight-piece dance orchestra. After 
a season at such places as the Hod 
Carriers Hall and the old West 
Side Auditorium, he decided to give 
up his losing. fight with the fourth 
grade and devote his life to music. 
A few years later he “lost his lip” 
and had to switch to the drums. 
Finding the market thin for his 
services as a drummer, he opened 
a cigar stand, and later helped run 
a saloon. 

x * * 

F Prohibition hadn’t intervened, 
[Petrino might have stayed in the 

saloon business happily, in time 
becoming a power in his precinct, 
ward and district. As it was, how- 
ever, his political talents were 
forced to find an outlet in the 
American Musicians Union, a Chi- 
cago independent which was then 
competing vigorously with the A. 
F. M.’s local unit: At 22 Petrillo 
was elected president. After three 
yars he was defeated, which so an- 
noyed him that he joined the A. 
F. M. His first job there was to 
organize the town’s Chinese restau- 
rants. Petrillo’s methods, while 
lacking in tact, were extremely ef- 
fective. The Chinese signed up in 
such droves that Local 10, im- 
pressed, elected him a vice-presi- 
dency. He became president a few 
years later, in 1922. 

The subsequent affairs of Petril- 
lo and Local 10 merge like a lov- 
ers’ knot. Their mutual history can 
be summed up briefly. In 1922 the 
local had 4000 members. Prohibi- 
tion had ruined the cabaret and 
family saloon, and with them had 
gone hundreds of jobs for musi- 
cians. When talking pictures came 
along a few years later, hundreds 
more jobs went. As a result the 
union “scale,” such as it was, was 
an unenforceable fiction. Today 
Local 10 has 11,000 members. The 
wage scale is not only rigid as a 
Baptist’s morals but far above 
what it was in 1922 and substan- 


tially higher than that of any of © 


the A. F. M.’s 750 other locals. “I 
done it,” Petrillo says, “by giving 
the boys service.”.

Preparing a Salmon 


By George Rector 


CHICAGO woman whose hus- 
A band is a Pullman conductor 

on a train which runs out 
to the West Coast wants to know 
how to prepare a whole salmon. 
She says about once a month her 
husband brings home a salmon— 
properly chilled in ‘the refrigerator 
of the dining car. My advice to 
her was to cut the fish in half, 
cutting one-half in thick salmon 
steaks, about one and one-half 
inches thick. These to be broiled 
or sauteed. 


Now for the other half of the 
fish. In French cuisine it is known 
as court bouillon, Again I ask you 
not to let the name disconcert 
you, as translated it only means 
that you have prepared a quick or 
short broth in which to cook the 
fish. It is simple to prepare, but 
imparts a wonderful flavor to a 
fish which is to be served cold, 
Here is how to prepare the court 
bouillon: 


Pour four quarts of water in a 
deep saucepan and add the follow- 
ing ingredients: One cup of vine- 
gar, one tablespoon of salt, one 
dozen whole black peppercorns, one 
bay leaf, six cloves, one cup of 
sliced onions, one cup of sliced 
carrots, one cup of diced celery 
and leaves and one small munch 
of parsley. Bring to.a boil and let 
simmer for 30 minutes. The broth 
is now ready to receive the fish. 
Before putting the fish in tie it 
loosely in a piece of cheese cloth. 
Assuming that the half of salmon 
weighs about four pounds, it could 
simmer in the court bouillon for 
about one hour. It should then be 
carefully lifted out of the water, 
cheesecloth removed, and placéd on 
a. platter to cool. When cool it is 
placed in the refrigerator to chill. 
Serve garnished with cresh sprigs 
of watercress and mayonnaise. 


This method of preparing fish 
which is to be served cold applies 
also to halibut, bluefish and sword 
fish. |

Suppose we plan a hot roast 
of meat or chicken along with a 
variety of cooked vegetables. That's 
okay, but order enough so that the 
day following we will have some- 
thing in the refrigerator for a sec- 
ond dinner. Cold cuts with a 
cooked vegetable salad or just a 
plain potato salad is something 
pretty nice to anticipate, 


There are a great many condl- 
ments on the market such as chut- 
ney, chow-chow, watermelon rind, 
pickles and various meat sauces 
that are excellent to serve with 
cold cuts. As for the salad made 
from the left-over cooked vegeta- 
bles (carrots, peas, stringbeans, po- 
tatoes, cauliflower, etc.), it could 
be served with either French dress- 
ing or mayonnaise. You will find 
it economical and time saving to 
mix a quantity of French dressing, 
keeping it bottled in the refrigera- 
tor and using as needed. 


Here is the recipe: Our original 
recipe calls for olive oil, but as 
this is almost prohibitive in price, 
you will substitute a good Ameri- 
can salad oil, 


FRENCH DRESSING. 


One and one-half cups olive oil, 
one-half cup vinegar, two level tea- 
spoons salt, one level teaspoon 
white pepper, one level teaspoon 
dry mustard, one level teaspoon 
paprika, clove of garlic (optional). 


Shake all ingredients together 
until thoroughly mixed, Keep tight- 
ly corked and in the refrigerator 
until needed. Shake bottle before 
using. ' 


As you see there is no trick 
in making good French dressing 
other than thorough mixing and 
accurate measurement. But with 
mayonnaise one hag to take care.

However, if the mayonnaise sep- 
arates in the mixing, it can be rec- 
tified very quickly and be none the 
worst for perfect results. All you 
have to do is to drop an egg yolk 
into a cold mixing bow] and gradu- 
ally add the mayonnaise to it, beat- 
ing the mixture until perfectly 
smooth, 

MAYONNAISE. 
(Quantity Recipe) 

Four egg yolks, one quart of oil, 
one-half cup vinegar, two table- 
spoons lernon juice, one teaspoon 
of salt, one teaspoon of dry mus- 
tard, one-half teaspoon of white 
pepper, one-eighth teaspoon of cay- 
enne, 

Have the fngredients and mixing 
utensils very cold before work be- 
gins. Put egg yolks into large 
mixing bowl; add seasonings and 
mix thoroughly. Beat in the lemon 
juice and add the oj! a little at a 
time, When mixture thickens add 
a few drops of vinegar and then 
more oil. Continue this way until 
the oil and vinegar are used. Beat 
well after each addition of oil. A 
wire whisk or smal! egg beater is 
ideal for making mayonnaise,

(Mayonnaise Type). 


Three-fourths cup oil, one table- 


spoon of sugar, one teaspoon of dry 
mustard, one teaspoon of salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon of cayenne pepper, 
two egg yolks, one-fourth cup vine- 
gar, three tablespoons of -corn- 
starch. 


Put oil in a mixing bowl. Mix

First, let them move into the smallest bedrooms, preferably those 
without a view, and uhder the roof or over the kitchen, If the house 
boasts several bathrooms, they should confine themselves to one, thus 
simulating the bathroom congestion characteristic of the resort. 


Clothing worn during the vacation should be rationed at not more 
than a suitcaseful per person. Male members of the family may try 
to get along on half a suitcase in order to allow a suitcase and a half 
for female members.

Fishing is a favorite vacation pastime which ought not to be over- 
looked; Any available body of water will serve, the presence of fish 
being quite unnecessary. If none is caught, it may be assumed, as at 
a resort, that the fish are there but are not hungry, or you used the 
wrong bait or the weather was too wet or too sunny. 

If your household is to resemble the more efficiently conducted 
resorts, there should unquestionably be a “quiet hour” after luncheon. 
To obtain the proper effect, summon the neighbors’ children and in- 
vite them to make merry in the living room, banging on the piano 
and turning on the radio full blast. i 

All comfortable chairs in the house should be put aside, indicating 
that they are already occupied. Ink, pens and space at writing tables 
should be strictly limited. Anyone attempting to read a book should 
be interrupted by someone inquiring “Do you think it is going to 
rain?” or “What do you think of the war situation?” ? 

At least one picnic supper must be arranged. If there is a long 
steep hill near by, its summit will afford an ideal spot. If there is no 
hill, the garden will do, provided it is well stocked with ants, gnats 
and other insects. 

Add to these features a painful sunburn, a few postcards bearing 
the picture of the local church which may be dispatched to friends, 
a sick headache or two from over-exertion and a northeaster bringing 
| several days of rain, and the difference between vacation at home and 
at a resort will be scarcely perceptible. If any doubt still exists, you 
may make out a bill to yourself containing an impressive list of extras

HE arrival of “Her Cardboard Lover” on Loew's screen serves 
to recall that when this comedy was in its original stage form 
it had an unusual interest to St. Louisans. It was as a result of 
her failure to appear in the play here that one of America’s greatest 
actresses, the late Jeanne Eagels, was fined $3600 and suspended from 
the American stage for 18 months, 

The story that had its climax here in March, 1928, went back a 
year before that to the opening of “Her Cardboard Lover” on Broad- 
way. Miss Eagels, whose performance in “Rain” ranks as one of the 
most memorable events of the theater in this country, had finished 
with that play after four years and was looking about for another.

ON THE INDO-BURMA FRON- 
TIER, Aug. 8 (AP).—Along the

TIN CAN COLLECTION 
DISAPPOINTS OCD MEN 


University City Yields Less 
Than Half Ton in Week— 
St. Louis Drive Near. 


Civilign Defense salvage officials 
in the St. Louis area are disturbed 
by the failure of University City 
residents to turn in many tin cans 


last week, the first of that city’s 
tin can collection campaign. 

St. Louis’ tin can salvage drive 
is scheduled to begin next week, 
with collections to be made by city 
trucks. Householders have been 
requested to start accumulating 
stocks of prepared tin cans now. 

In University City, less than one- 
half ton of tin cans, or between 
one and two pounds of tin, was 
collected last week in a canvass 
which covered about one-third of 
the city, Ray H. Lefmann, super- 
visor of sanitation for University 
City and chairman of the city’s, 
salvage campaign, said. City rub- 
bish trucks picked up household- 
ers’ stocks of prepared tin cans 
while making their regular ‘rounds. 

“I'm very much disappointed,” 
Lefmann said. “It would be 
stretching it if I said one-half ton 


tin cans. 


had been collected. We had expect 
ed to collect about 35 tons of tin 
cans a month, on an estimated 
basis of one ton for each 1000 
persons per month. 

“We had about 200 women work- 
ing for us, making telephone calls 
to housewives all over the city to 
ask them to accumulate stocks of 
prepared tin cans and announcing 
collection dates. And we got only 
one half ton. 

“There isn’t any substitute ‘for 
tin. Every bearing in every motor 
has tin in it. The shortage of tin 
is more dire than the rubber short- 
age. We can walk, or ride the street 
cars or get a horse as we did in 
the old days. But there isn’t any- 
thing else you can put in air- 
plane motors. 

“Later on, Uncle Sam may have 
to say to the housewife, ‘when you 
buy a can of peas or corn, you'll 
have to turn in a properly pre- 
pared tin can.’ Nobody wants to 
use force, but the Government may 
be driven to it if collection on a 
voluntary basis isn’t successful.” 

Lefmann, pointing out that “lots 
and lots” of tin cans went to waste 
in the rubbish collection last week 
because householders didn’t pre- 
pare them properly, repeated in- 
structions for the preparation of

cleaned, with exterior paper wrap- 
pings removed. The ends should be 
cut out and placed in the cans, or 
else tucked in. Then they should 
be flattened to take up less space 
and saved until collection dates 
are announced. |

AVAL power is in a transition period, and the war is giving deadly 
urgency to the controversy over its future. From the North Sea to 
the South Pacific, ocean battles have been demonstrating the influ- 

ence of the airplane on naval warfare. Everyone recognizes the plane 
as a new factor in sea fighting, but there is lively and often bitter dis- 
agreement as to the extent of its influence. The main controversy con- 
cerns the question of whether the plane is making the big warships, the 
battleships and heavy cruisers, obsolete; whether a nation is justified in 
spending a lot of money and time (the United States battleship North 
Carolina cost $70,000,000 and took about three and a half years to build) 
on a ship which planes may sink before it ever gets within range of an 
enemy vessel. e question involves the fundamental conception of the 
role of surface ships in modern warfare—whether they are the chief 
ore J element of a fleet or at least an equal partner with aircraft in a 
sea-fighting team, or whether their primary function is to serve as a mo- 
bile base for war —— Congress apparently inclined toward the latter 
view in voting $8,550,000,000 for naval construction last month; it deferred 
construction of five 60,000-ton battleships, but provided for the building 
500,000 tons of aircraft carriers. Chairman Vinson of the House Naval 
ttee said that while this country would need battleships as long 
as any other nent had them, the aircraft carrier had replaced the bat- 
tleship as ‘the e of the fleet.” 


Some extremists on the pro-air side already contend that the carrier 


is practically obsolete; they envision the development of battle planes 
of such ranges that they would need only land bases. 

Support for practically any position in the plane-ship argument. can 
be found in the annals of the present war. y's aviation is almost 
entirely land-based; her small surface fleet has virtually been driven 
from the seas. Destruction of the British battleship Prince of Wales and 
the battle cruiser Repulse by planes in one disastrous battle seemed to 
prove that such ships are extremely vulnerable to air attack. On the 
other hand, the German Tirpitz and the British Penelope (only 5270 tons) 
survived terrific ait assaults, and the mighty Bismarck, although crippled 
by planes, was finally sunk by big and a ship's 21-inch torpedo. In 
the important battles of Midway and the Coral Sea, Japanese sea power 
was seriously reduced by American carrier and land-based planes with-

out American vessels getting within firing range of the enemy’s ships. 

Big-ship men, while admitting that an air force is an important, even 
essential element in a fleet, contend that the plane is not an adequate 
substitute for a capital ship, a huge, sea-borne gun platform with tremen- 
dous fire power. They point out that the capital ship has weathered 
many innovations—sail replacing oars, steam replacing sail, steel hulls 
replacing wood, the ram, Greek fire, the high-explosive shell, the mine, 
the submarine and the torpedo—and are confident that it will not be 
forced out of existence but will adapt itself to meet the airplane. 

The present trend in naval development is to give emphasis to air- 
craft chiefly by increasing the size of the Navy's air arm, by adding 
special protective armor and armament to increase the power of ships 
to resist air attack, and by devising tactics and strategy designed to take 
fullest advantage of sea-borne aviation’s power both as a striking force 
and as a defender of its own ships. New developments undoubtedly are 
in the offing. Besides technical improvements in airplanes themselves, 
including instruments adding to their fighting effectiveness, improved 
ways are now being developed for a ship to combat air attacks—im- 
proved weapons, for instance, specially designed for use against low- 
flying dive bombers and torpedo planes. And experts must be working 
on the problem of incorporating heavy and medium bombers and other 
types of land planes, which have longer ranges than carrier planes, but 
require longer take-off runs, in sea forces. 3 

The direction which naval development is taking is suggested b 
drawings on these pages. They were made for PICTURES by Logan U. 
Reavis of New York, artist and writer on naval construction and an asso- 
ciate member of the United States Naval Institute. The drawings include 
the artist's visualization of two novel possibilities—combination aircraft 
carrier and battleship, which he calls a battle carrier, and a method by 
which land-type bombers might be launched from ships. Both these
